Part II. THE CATALOGUE 
Foreword 


This first section of the catalogue of the old deer parks in approximately 
the area of the North York Moors National Park follows the introduction published 
in the 1970 Transactions of the Society -— this Introduction ahould be read before 
considering the individual reports. 

The list is alphabetical and contains all the information available at the 
time of writing. The map references refer broadly to the centre of each park. 

It will be observed that the information about Blansby Park is very much more 
extensive than that for any other park. This is due to Blansby having for cen- 
turies belonged to the Duchy of Lancaster whose records have been well preserved. 
One of the reasons for quoting these Blansby records so fully is that they give 
a clear and probably valid idea of the activities that took place in at least 
the larger deer parks. 

No catalogue such as this can claim to be complete; new evidence may come 
to light at any moment. It may well be that at some time or other and possibly 
lasting only a generation or two, most manor—houses and 'halls' aspired to the 
prestige symbol that the possession of a deer park provided. 

Many 'park' place-names have been discussed where investigation has failed 
to provide any evidence for a one-time deer park as such. Even negative evidence 
can be of interest. 

It should be mentioned that medieval parks often made use of streams and 
rivers as boundaries for obvious reasons of security and economy. It was not 
uncommon for a road to develop alongside a park pale as is well seen in the parks 
at Ingleby Greenhowe and Fyling. These facts are often made use of when assess-— 
ing the probable line of a park-pale when evidence on the ground is lacking. 

It is expected that the full catalogue of the deer parks of North-East 


Yorkshire will extend to four or five annual sections. 
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Key to the Maps 


The scale throughout is 1/25,000 or 2% ins. to the mile. This common 
scale (with the exception of the two 'general' maps of the entire district) 


enables comparisons of size to be made at a glance. 
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AISLABY near WHITBY Map ref. 863084 


SIGNIFICANT PLACE-NAMES PERSISTING: Park Hall, in the village, probably the 
site of the criginal manor-house; Aislaby Lodge may also be on an old site. 

The manor of Aislaby was in the Bruce fee and later descended to the Thweng: 
the Rosel or Russel family were the undertenants from very early times. In an — 
inquisition temp. Edw. I, William de Rosels affirmed that he and his ancestors 
had enjoyed a park and warren at Aislaby from the time of the Conquest, a claim | 
accepted by the jury. However at the time of Domesday, 1086, Aislaby was held 


by Richard Surdeval of the Count of Mortain. The Rosels must have come soon 
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afterwards for c. 1119 Roger de Rosel of Aislaby gave land to Guisborough Priory 
at its foundation (Guis. Chart. II, 176) 

The park may have flourished till the manor passed to the Meynells of Whorlton 
Castle who already possessed several major deer parks; the Aislaby park appears 
then to have been divided into a number of areas for agricultural use, some atill 
bearing the old 'park' names. In an Ing.P.M. of 1369 mention is made of ‘divers 
closes called "le Aldpark" and the "Park" etc.' 

There is little or no sign of the line of the pale which is not surprising 
in view of the early disparking of the estate. A likely line, now occupied by 
a lane, runs SW from Park Hall, turns SE at Aislaby Lodge towards the River Esk. 
The line may well have continued along the river and returned to the village along 
the parish boundary. It was commonplace for park pales to be erected along such 
boundaries. 

SUMMARY: Aislaby was a small early unlicenced park belonging to the Rosel family, 
disused by 1320. 


AUMERY PARK, SLEIGHTHOLMEDALE Map ref. 659896 


PLACE-NAME: '‘Aumery Park', the name applies to the farmhouse and to a field 
bordered on three sides by the River Hodge. 

Sleightholmedale belonged to Rievaulx Abbey (Riev. Chart. 323) but there is 
no known evidence that this Cistercian house ever possessed a deer park. A John 
de Aumery is mentioned in the Whitby Abbey and Percy Chartularies. 

SUMMARY: Clearly never a true deer park, a field name later taken over by the 


farmhouse. 
AUMOND PARK, INGLWBY ARNCLIFF. Map ref. 456998 


PLACE-NAMES PERSISTING: None, the name seems to be no longer used. 

With various spellings this somewhat fy aterions park was shown as an enclo- 
sure on Speed's map (1610), and on the maps of Blaue (1645), Blome(1672) and 
Morden (1695). Bowen's map of 1762 gives the name 'Scarthwood' in the place 
where earlier maps have given 'Aumond Park’. The earliest of all the maps, that 


of Saxton (1577) shows no enclosure but gives the name 'Arncliffe Aumond Park'.

The name 'Aumond Park' has persisted until comparatively recently but now 
seems to have completely disappeared. It was mentioned in documents of 1543 
(V.C.H., II, 317) and as late as 1826 the Alman or Aumond Park was given as one 
of the possessions of the then Lord of the Manor of Ingleby (ibid.). 

The meaning of the word 'Aumond' is obscure. There are references to a 
local family with the same name (varyingly svelt Aumond, Awmond, Almond, etc.) 
from ‘Alemaund', a German, but no evidence has been found of this family owning 
a park. It is possible that the word is a corruption of a Norman-French form 
of Arncliff (Eaglecliff) e.g. 'Arnmont', comparable with Arnberg in the West 
Riding. 

The old maps always show the Aumond Park enclosure near to but quite separate 
from that of Whorlton Castle park, indeed the boundary of the two wapentakes 
passes between the two enclosures. 

SUMMARY: There seems to be little doubt that the so-calied Aumond Park is the 
one associated with the mancr of Ingleby Arncliff and in this catalogue is 


described under that name. 


BLACK PARK, CROPTON Map ref. 752908 


PLACE--NAMES PERSISTING: Blackpark Lodge, Blackpark Plantation etc. Names in- 
cluding the element 'black' are common on the North York Moors, referring pre- 
sumably to the dark peaty soil and to the dark appearance of the vegetation, 
especially in the winter. | 

It has been said that the whole area of the present Cropton Forest (until 
recently Cropton Moor) was called Black Park but it seems more likely that this 
name was properly confined to a smalier area centred on Blackpark Lodge. The 
present lodge shows no sign of age and was probably built in the mid-19th cen- 
tury when the nearby Elleron Lodge and Sutherland Lodge were built. 

Near Blackpark Lodge is an extensive earthwork thet could possibly represent 
an earlier lodge but the complete absence of medieval pottery resulting from an 
excavation some years ago inclines one to consider the earthwork to belong to an 
earlier age (Transactions 1969, No. 12, 14-15). The nearby River Dove was the 
western boundary of the Forest of Pickering and the suggestion has been made that 
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Blackpark Lodge may have been a lodge belonging to thet, forest. There is now- 
ever no mention of such a lodge in the Pickering Forest records and in the Forest 
Survey of 1619-21 it is specifically stated that by that time at least there 
were no lodges in the forest though there were two in Blansby Park. Also there 
are no signs of a crossing of the river at this point as would be expected near 
an entrance lodge. 

Along the road to Spiers House is a fragment of a linear earthwork that 
could be the remains of a park pale. It consists of a 4 ft-high bank with a 
10 ft-wide ditch on its inner side. To the south of Sutherland Beck is a 
longer earthwork that seems to be aligned on the above fragment, but in this 
case the 6 ft-wide ditch appears to be outside the bank. 

At the 1334 Forest Assize the Prioress of Rosedale, presumably in an attempt 
to enlarge the priory pasture, was accused of having for the past 20 years en- 
closed some 18 acres of land in Clot Park, in the fee of Thomas Wake and eppurt-— 
enant to the Township of Cropton. It is possible that this was the then current 
name for what is now called Blackpark, a derogatory one probably referring to 
the difficult clay soil. Such enclosures being against the Forest law, the 
Prioress was fined and ordered to pull down the enclosing fence (Pick. II, 158). 
However the Prioress later produced a letter from the Earl of Lancaster overriding 
the findings of the justices and allowing the priory to keep its enclosure in 
the park. 

Little is known of the early history of Cropton Castle; it was in ruins in 
1349. Later it descended with the Stuteville manor of Kirkby Moorside. Cropton 
Castle and park are integral parts of the Forest of Pickering. There are no 
records of them as such in the Duchy records and it seems likely that neither 
survived the transfer of the forest from royal to ducal ownership in 1267. The 
Duchy appears to have had a marked dislike for private parks within its bounds 
and a number of early ones disappeared about this time, e.g. Harwood Dale, Thorn, 
Thornton Riseborough, etc. In any case the Stutevilles of Kirkby Moorside had 
a large park of their own safely outside the Forest. 

Henry III had granted Eustace de Stuteville right of free chase at the King's 
pleasure at Kirkby Moorside and Cropton, but his descendant Thomas Wake, in 1338,

had his claim for free chase at Cropton disallowed (Pick. III, 149). 
SUMMARY: Possibly the early park of Cropton Castle, it had ceased to function 
by the 14th century. 


BLANSBY PARK, PICKERING Map ref. 820872 


PLACE—NAMES PERSISTING: Blansby Park, Park Lane, Park Gate Farm, Little Park 
Wood, etc. 

Blansby must be one of the best documented parks in the country; certainly 
we have nothing else in North-East Yorkshire to compare with it in this respect. 
The reason is that for most of its life, Blansby has belonged to the Duchy of 
Lancaster and the records of the Duchy are extensive. In particular these 
records include a number of accounts for the years 1322-28 which vividly illust- 
rate park life of the time; also a series of later surveys undertaken in the 
‘7th century, that produced during the Commonwealth, when the park was temporarily 
attached, presumably for administrative reasons, to the manor of East Greenwich, 
being especially detailed. 

Blansby is mentioned in Domesday along with the neighbouring village of 
Newton as a berewick of the very large royal manor of Pickering. It is clear 
that there must have been a community in both places in the lith century. The 
precise position of the hamlet is unknown, it may well have been in the southern 
part of the park where the land is comparatively fertile and where most of the 
present farms are situated. To the north of the area the OS maps show a complex 
of earthworks, now largely ploughed away, but although one of these earthworks 
could well be an old road, the rest of the ditches and banks bear no resemblance 
to the likely remains of a medieval village. Judging by the occasional archaeo- 
logical 'find' in this vicinity the earthworks are of a much earlier date. 

The first known mention of the King's Forest of Pickering, of which Blansby 
park was later a part, was in 1182 (Pick. I, xviii). Very probably it had orig- 
inated in the widespread afforestation activities of Henry I soon after 1100 when 
one-third of the entire country was placed under Forest Law. Pickering was a 
royal forest until 1267 when Henry III granted the area as part of the newly 
created Duchy of Lancaster to his son Edmund Crouchback. 

Before this date there is no evidence that Blansby park existed. Naturally

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there is no question of a Royal licence being issued as it was the King's own 
land. There are several references in the Pickering Forest records to Blansby 
before it was emparked. In 1251 an inquisition (Pick. I, 1 & 2) found that the 
men of the King's demesne of Pickering had right of pasture for all animals save 
goats (as well as many other privileges) in all the woods of the manor except 
'"Blansby Hay and Dalby Hay!, This indicates that at this time Blansby was not 
yet a park but rather an enclosure for cattle etc., as Dalby Hay always remained, 
housing as it did for many years the King's sheep. 

In the I.P.M. of Edmund Crouchback, first Earl of Lancaster in 1297, the 
value of the pasture of Blansby Park is given as worth £5 a year. This indice 
ates the park's value as a pasture for cattle, no mention is made of deer and it 
would seem that at that date the park was a very recent creation indeed and not 
yet stocked with deer. 

Every reference to Blansby subsequent to this calls it a 'park' and it is 
clear that by the early years of the 14th century the park was well established. 
The Duchy accounts for 1325 record that the old stones of the park wall had be- 
come rotten and needed replacing. This deterioration must have taken a consider- 
able time and the wall referred to must have been the one which had encircled the 
original 'hay' before the park was established. The V.C.H. (1, 465) says that 
Blansby Park was leased to the Nevilles, Earls of Westmorland 'who appear to 
have had a hunting lodge here'. Actually there is no evidence that the Nevilles 
or anyone else ever had a hunting lodge at Blansby. Geoffrey de Neville (d.1225) 
had custody of both Pickering and Scarborough castles as did his son John on 
his father's death. A later Neville, now Earl of Westmorland, was keeper of 
Blansby Park in the late 16th century (Pick.I, 212) for an enquiry of that time 
names Nicholas Marshall and Ralph Banks as ‘keepers of the Queen's Park of 
Blansby under the Rt. Hon. the Earl of Westmorland’. There had been friction 
between the parkers and the foresters and the park-keepers reported to their 
chief that many of the deer they killed in the park with the Queen's warrant 
were found to have been previously maimed and wounded by the forest keepers, a 
charge strenuously denied! 

There is no record of hunting (as distinct from poaching) ever having taken 


place in the park. It seems rather to have been an enclosure for preserving

the deer, that is breeding them under sheltered conditions for restocking the 
forest and for regular culling by the keepers for the tabies of the Court and 


the gentry; the actual hunting, as a sport, was done in the surrounding forest. 


The Bounds of Blansby Park 


The long meandering, roughly north-south boundary wall, well preserved 
for the most part, extends from Park Gate Farm northwards to the west end of 
Crown Wood, thus forming the entire western boundary of the park. At Crown 
Wood, a plantation probably of the 18th century, the wall, most uncharacter— 
istically, makes an abrupt turn and proceeds due east, thus forming the northern 
boundary both of the wood and of the park. This north wall has a break where 
the track from High Blansby Farm to Newton crosses it. This is the site of 
the North Gate of the park. Obviously this trackway predates the present High 
Blansby Farm and presents the possibility that the farm may be on the site of 
the Upper Lodge mentioned in the 17th century surveys. The wall typically is 
on a low bank, it is of a rather haphazard construction, perhaps a reflection 
of its age, of a particularily hard limestone quite different from that of the 
later walls in the vicinity. It is usually 3 or 4 ft high and of the same 
width at the base; the footings are said by local residents to be 5 or 6 ft 
wide. The northern wall steadily deteriorates as it progresses eastward 
and almost disappears when it enters the plantation overlooking Newtondale,. 
For some considerable distance in this wood its course can be detected not 
only by the remains of the bank but, in a suitable season, by a flourishing 
growth of Dog's Mercury (Mercurialis perennis L.) which closely follows the 
line of the wall, presumably because of the increased alkalinity produced by 
the limestone foundations. Thus marked, the line of the wall turns quite 
sharply at the north-east corner on the brink of the steep drom down to Newton 
dale and goes south in the direction of High Blansby Farm. Further south this 
eastern boundary appears to have changed from wall to ditch and bank surmounted 
by a wooden palisade. Several fragments of this ditch and bank still persist. 
The palisade seems to have extended on both the east and south sides of the 
park to Park Gate Farm where the wall commences again. This sudden change 
from one type of pale to another is difficult to explain but is by no means 
uncommon in medieval parks.

There are numerous references to the haggs or woods on the eastern flank 
of the park (i.e. on the slopes of Newtondale); they are described as being 
"between the pale of Blansby Park and the beck’ (Pick. Ty. 164), thus showing 
that they were then considered to be outside the park bounds. However several 
surveys of the 17th century make it clear that the eastern and southern bounds 
had by that time changed, the beck was now the eastern boundary and at the south- 
east corner the pale crossed the beck, climbed the steep hillside opposite and 
included Parr and Little Park Haggs within the park. These changes appear to 
have taken place quite late in the park's history, probably during Elizaheth's 
reign. The position is complicated by an early report (c. 1313) of lengths 
of palisade having been washed away by a flood which could be seen to imply 
that the palisade was at that time down by the beck. Thus it would seem that 
the original park pale ran along the beck but because of regular flood damage 
and possibly the introduction of the King's stud of horses when very steep 
hillsides were thought to be potentially dangerous for mares, the pale was 
brought up to the edge of the plateau. Later when the stud had gone, the pale 
reverted to its original line. 

From the 16th century, pyOt9b time the economy of the park was centred 
more on its timber than on its deer or horses, there is frequent mention of a 
number of haggs in Blansby Park. A ‘hagg' was properly a plantation where 
the main trunks had been cut down and secondary shoots (called pollards or 
springs) allowed to grow, to be cut periodically for fencing etc., but the term 
appears to have been used for a wood of any sort. These haggs existed, as 
they still do, on the eastern and southern flanks of the park. So complete 
had been the cutting of timber in the park that eventually there were no standing 
trees left at all! ' 

The Minister's Accounts for 1322-28 in the Duchy records (Pick. II, 19 
et als.) give some idea of the day-to-day life in Blansby Park in the 14th 
century. The entries include:- 

Mending the haybarn in the park —- 8d. 
Mowing 15 acres for hay - 15s. 2d. 


Cocking, spreading and remaking the hay on account 
of the rainy weather — 6s. 6d.

Stubbing up thorns and rushes in the park - ls. lid. 


Clearing away and remaking 31 perches of stone 
wall broken down in places - los. 8d. 


Purchase of hay for the mares in the park - 4s. 6d. 
Oats for the weak mare - 4s. 6d. 


Wages and food for the keeper of the mares — 3s, 1dds 
wages for 26 days in the deep snow by the park keeper - 3s. 4d. 


Nothing from pannage of pigs in Blansby this year and nothing 
from the sale of honey and wax nor from the sale of nuts 
(doubtless all due to the bad weather!) 


From cattle pastured in Blansby Park less what was required 
for the keep of the deer and the King's stud — £1. is. 7d. 


Maslin (a mixture of wheat and rye) for the park keepers 
at a quarter every 12 weeks — 15s. 104d. 


Wages for the second park keeper - 6s. 8d, presumably 
for two months. 


Remaking 45 perches of stone wall round the park which 
had fallen down - &l. 2s. 6d. 


Breaking stone in the quarry and taking it to the masons 
by piece work to complete the work because most of the 
old stone was rotten — 2s. 6d. 


Remaking and setting up again 240 perches of paling 
blown down and washed away at 14d a perch. 


Mending gaps in the pale by contract in winter - 3s. 4d. 


Wages for two men for cutting ivy and holly and oak 
boughs in the park in winter for the deer at 13d a day 
for 29 days of hard weather. 


Hay made from 15 acres for the keep of 1500 deer and 
the King's stud - 5s. 73d. 


Remaking a privy with nails, laths and roofing - 4s. 44d. 


Apparently 1322 had not been a good year for the accounts record 'No income 
this year from honey, nuts, brushwood, wood for hedging, bracken or fallen 
branches’. 

An historically interesting item in the accounts is the sum of 8s. 103d 
paid for the expenses of the men of William Latimer of Sinnington who had come 
to Pickering for four days and seized the castle into the King's hands during 


the rebellion of the Earl of Lancaster who was later defeated at the Battie

of Boroughbridge and executed at his other castle of Pontefract. This seems 
to have been a remarkably economical military operation! 

The accounts also include 8s. 4d. received for the carcasses of 53 sheep 
which had died of some disease or other and explain the low price as being due 
to half the sheep having died in Lent when nobody would eat them! 

The making and setting up of the North Gate of the 
park which had been blown down —- ls. 2d. 
Hire of cart to carry timber to the gate — 7d. 
Meking afresh two perches of paling - 10d. 
Setting up again 26 perches of old paling cast down 
by the flood at 1$d a perch. 
Obviously the upkeep of the park pale was a constant expense. 

The existence of the Royal Stud at Blansby in the 14th century is perhaps 
surprising considering the distance from the Court in London. The Pickering 
stud of course was not the only one for the King's horses were also bred in 
Needwood and Peak Forests and doubtless elsewhere (Pick, IV, xxxi). In the 
time of Earl Thomas (c. 1300) the Blansby stud had consisted of 23 breeding 
mares, 6 foals and 5 two-year-olds. In the year 1364 there were 18 mares 
and a stallion charger in the park. Two black stallions were bought the 
following spring to improve the stock; their names were 'Morel of Merton' 
and 'Morel of Tutbury' ('morel' = a black horse). The result was that 15 
foals were produced from the 18 mares. 

In 1326 six horses, a bay, two blacks and three greys, were sent from 
Blansby to London and delivered to Adam de Hoddesden, Master of the King's 
Horses, while the next year Court officials came to Blansby by virtue of a 
writ from Edward III and his mother Queen Isabella, to break in four colts for 
the royal family (Pick. IV, 266). The details of this operation are not with- 
out interest; apparently it took 16 men to catch and train the colts, their 
wage was 13d per day each, amounting in all to £1. 2s. 3d, hay for the colts 
at a penny each for a day and night cost £l. 9s. 4d. | Four bridles were 6s. 2d, 
four saddle-cloths of wool 9s., sewing them cost 4d, surcingles cost ls., one 
quart of honey for greasing the bridles was 3d, shoes for the colts and shoeing 
ls. 6d, total £2. 6s. lld, plus the expenses of the two officials who came up 


from London, 10s. 
ll. 


The wages of the six grooms who had taken the six horses from Blansby to 
London the previous year from June 26th to July 20th were also 14d a day, which 
seems to have been the usual rate at that time. While the King's horses were 
in Blansby Park it was considered an offence to allow any other horses there 
and in 1322 Thomas Ughtred, the then Steward of Pickering expressly forbade 
the pasturing of cart-horses in the park (Pick. IV, 199). 

On Ash Wednesday 1327 three men were caught in Blansby Park with horns, 


bows and arrows, one large greyhound and 'one small dog'. They pleaded that 


they had lost their way in the fog and indignantly denied any intent of poaching 


~ nevertheless they were fined 6s.8d each, about two months' wages (Pick. IT, 
109). In 1331 William Ashley and Adam London came to poach in Blansby Park; 
William Wood the park keeper followed and accosted them. It was reported that 


he was seen to accept from the poachers a silk purse and a shilling as the price 


of his silence. Ashley and London were outlawed and Wood fined 5s. (Pick. qi; 
97). At the Forest Eyre of 1334 surprisingly heavy fines were imposed on the 
owners of cattle which had been allowed, without permission, to pasture in the 
park. Alexander de Berg was fined 24s. for six beasts; if this is not an 

error in copying, the fine was as much as the beasts were worth (Pick. IV, 46). 

At the same Eyre, the first Forest Court at Pickering for many years, 
there was an enormous backlog of business to attend to, some of the accused 
men had been dead for years when at last the justices arrived to hear their 
case! The two Foresters in Fee (senior forest officers always recruited from 
the local gentry), in Pickering Forest claimed among many other privileges, the 
‘escapes! (an extra fine on straying cattle at ld per foot) in Blansby Park. 
The jury found that before Blansby was emparked, the escapes did indeed go to 
the foresters as in the rest of the forest, but after Earl Edmund had enclosed 
the park, the profits had gone to the Earl himself tere. Laks 83). 

Henry VII, after the Battle of Bosworth (1485), because of the gross mis- 
management of the royal estates during the Wars of the Roses, made searching 
énquiries into their administration and created many new appointments. He 
made John Griffiths, a Welshman like his master, keeper of Blansby Park 'for 
life’ but in 1494, presumably due to continued irregularities, the King can- 


celled this appointment and made Lionel Percehay the officiel park keeper 'for

life', despite many previous offences committed when Percehay had been Forester 
in Fee in Pickering Forest - possibly an attempt to 'set a thief to catch a 
thief’. It is clear that Henry Tudor, himself a keen business man, considered 
it better to take the park out of the direct control of the Forest officers and 
to appoint a head park keeper, theugh this new appointment inevitably caused 
friction. 

In 1490 however the King had settled, in favour of the former, a dispute 
between Brian Sandford, Constable of Pickering Castle and John Griffith the new 
Keeper of the Park as to who in future should appoint the 'Palership and 
Wallership of the Park'. It was proved that these very profitable offices had 
long been one of the perquisites of the Constable (Pick. To) LRA).. 

The Hastings family of Roxby Castle had, before the coming of Brian 
Sandford as Constable, held for generations the highest offices in the Honor 
and Castle of Pickering and took it very badly when Henry VII decided, because 
of great laxity, that a change was indicated and eventually favgured another 
local family, the Cholmleys. This caused a positive vendetta between the two 
families amounting at times almost to open warfare. The quarrel is fully 
documented and makes entertaining reading (Pick. II, 210), each family accusing 
the other of every conceivable iniquity. A rather bizarre happening was re- 
ported to a Commission of Enquiry in 1490. The wife of the deposed Sir 
Richard Hastings of Roxby together with her servants, broke into the park at 
Blansby and there cornered a fat young ox belonging to the enemy; with dogs 
they chased the animal and having caught it, the account says, they 'slew him 
and ate him’ (Pick. I, 189). 

Another complaint to the Commissioners was of the great quantities of 
timber that had been cut down without licence on the Park and a most impressive 
list of hundreds of unauthorised cart-loads of wood taken by various named 
persons was presented (Pick. Sire astet bs It is no wonder that the surveys of the 
next eentury, and Leland earlier, lament the absence of trees in the Park! 

As a result of the Commissioners' report Henry VII sent a sharp letter to 
Lionel Percehay 'Keeper of our Park at Blansby' commanding him at once to con— 
firm to the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster at Westminster the names of 
the people responsible and to allow no more wood to be cut (Pick. I, 126).

Roger Hastings and Lionel Percehay,- Foresters in Fee in Pickering Forest 
claimed that they had the right to the entrails of all the deer killed in 
Blansby Park. The jury however disallowed the claim; they decided the 
entrails of the deer (considered a great delicacy) both in the Park and in the 
Forest properly belonged to the Master Forester, who was usually also the Con- 
stable of the Castle (Pick. I, 150). Earlier (1490-93) a long list of indict- 
ments had been presented to the King's Commissioners (who by now had taken over 
the functions of the Travelling Justices) accusing Lionel Percehay of having 
taken in Blansby Park many deer, both for his own use and for the tables of 
members of his family and of his friends. It seems indeed to have been the 
normal state of affairs for all the local gentry and nobility to poach at 
pleasure in the Park. 

The deer in the park were regularly culled and the meat salted down and 
presented to people currently in the royal favour, by warrant from the King or 
the Earl. Over several years at the end of the 15th century the records show 
that no less than 170 deer were thus taken from Blansby and the venison pre- 
sented to such men as the Scottish Ambassador, the Abbots of Rievaulx and 
Byland, the Priors of Watton and Newburgh and other worthies (Pick. I, 143). 
An example of this culling was the order from Henry VII in 1493 to the Master 
of the Game at Blansby (i.e. the Keeper of the Park) to deliver to one William 
Tunstall two bucks each summer and two does each winter (Pick, To wheals 

Among Henry VII's efforts to stop the widespread poaching in the royal 


parks and forests, he enacted in 1504 that it was to be considered a specially 


serious offence, with a fine of £10, for an erson not possessing a park, chase 
? : Pp 


or forest of his own (sic) to use any net, hay or buckstall (form of traps) to 
catch deer anywhere (Pick. I, 145). 

Leland, the Tudor traveller, passing through Pickering in 1536 records 
that 'the park by the castle-side is more than 7 miles in compass but is not 
well wooded'. About this time Blansby came to its end as an active Duchy 
deer park. In 1547 it was leased to Armigill Wade for 41 years at £11. 5s. 4d 
per annum; increasingly the park was to be used for grazing cattle though 
many deer persisted. In Elizabeth's reign, c. 1560, an inquisition reported 


that the ‘remanent of Fallowe Deare' left in Blansby Park and the woods ad- 
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joining consisted of about 600 animals of which 77 were male (Pick. Fo 27a), A 
few years later, in 1577, a survey of the Honor of Pickering held by Sir Henry 
Gate of Seamer failed to mention Blansby Park at all! 

However early in the 17th century began a series of surveys of the Honor 
which supply many details of the park. In the survey of James I (1608) the 
park was shown to be leased to one Richard Dutton (Pick. I, 9) and he had sublet 
it to a sMbodeamorids Erberger of the Park'. Of the park woods the survey 
records 'In this park are two haggs, Parr (Park?) Hagg, 30 acres, with no trees 
standing and Little Park Hagg, 8 acres, with no trees. The springs (new 
growths) are badly maintained as are all the springs on the east bank of the 
park, which lie open with no trees. It is recommended that all springs shouid 
be enclosed and preserved. There is a wall of stone about the park but it is 
decayed in many places. There are about 100 deer in the Park', 

Norden's Survey of 1619-21 records that although there are no keeper's 
lodges within any part of Pickering Forest as such, in Blansby Park there are 
two, the Upper and the Lower Lodge. One Thomas Reeve lived in the Upper Lodge 
and James Silvester in the Lower. It is fairly clear that the present Park 
Gate Farm is on the site of the Lower Lodge but the position of the Upper Lodge 
is less certain. None of the several existing farms (all of which could claim 
to be 'Upper') shows any sign of antiquity but it may be significant that be- 
tween the present West Farm and Blansby Park Farm is a field called the '0ld 
House Close'. High Blansby Farm has also been suggested as the site of the 
Upper Lodge. 

Thomas Reeve of the Upper Lodge had the disposal of the herbage and pas-— 
turage of the park on behalf of Lord and Lady Danvers who had leased the estate. 
The Survey shows the receipt of £11. 3s. 4d for the annual amount of the park 
lease. There were at this time about 300 cattle pasturing at Blansby. The 
flat lands on either side of the beck were let separately, they were referred 
to as 'The Crooks'. In 1622 the Palliser and Keeper of Blansby Park received 
a salary of £5 a year, one of the most highly-—paid officers of the Honor 
(rick, IT, 10). 

The 1651 Commonwealth Survey is the most detailed of all. At this time 


the Honor and Park had been taken out of royal hands and transferred to the 
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Manor of East Greenwich, London, presumably for administrative convenience 
(Pack s).1, 64). A very full description is given of atl the boundaries, div-— 
isions and closes of the Park, many of which cannot be traced today. A 
detailed description of John Reeve's lodge is given: '3 rooms below stairs 
and as many above, with a court before the door, a garden, a little yard, a 
stable and two barns'. Frequent mention is made, in describing the park 
bounds, of 'an old way, now stopped up' which led to the Upper Lodge. This 
cannot now be traced with any certainty but there is an old track leading east 
into the Park from Yatt's Common which goes in the direction of the 'Old House 
Close'. The total acreage of the Park is given as 1421 and although Lord 
Danvers still paid only £11. 4s. for the annual lease the Surveyors valued it 
at £317. 19s. 

At the Restoration, in 1661, the park was still held by Henry Danvers, 
now Earl of Danby, at £12 a year despite the Commonwealth valuation. The last 
mention of deer at Blansby was made in this survey - 'The Park is stored with 
deer but the game within the Forest is almost quite decayed'. In the reign 
of William III, 1697, the park, as well as the castle and lordship wes leased 
to the remarkably—named Abell Tassin d'Alonne (Pick. I, 109) but by this time 
the deer had been dispersed and the present system of farms shortly to be 


instituted.

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THE HUTTON-LE-HOLE GLASS FURNACE 
INTERIM REPORT 
By R. H. Hayes 


The first glass furnace to be discovered in north Yorkshire was found 
in 1968 and briefly recorded in the Transactions for 1968 (Noer Lis ipwifT). 
This was at Scugdale in the lower part of Rosedale and was excavated by 
Mr F. A. Aberg and Mr D. W. Crossley in 1968 and 1969. It has been recon- 
structed by Mr B. Frank at the Ryedale Folk Museum. 

Since the Rosedale discovery the Dowson brothers of Water Swallows Farm, 
south of Hutton—le-Hole, have ploughed out a strip of rough land on the east 
side of Douthwaitedale at the top of Yoadwath Bank (SE70548835). In 1970 
they were helped by Mr Leslie Davison of Hutton-le-Hole to clear a further 
piece of land on a natural platform (325 ft 0.D.) above a steep slope. Mr 
Davison noticed a mound measuring 6 x 7 metres in width and 1 metre high 
and immediately realised its resemblance to the Rosedale glasshouse site 
which he had seen both before end during the excavations. Ploughing was 
suspended for a year and, with the permission of the Lord of the Manor and a 
grant from the Department of Environment, a full-scale excavation was directed 
by Messrs D. W. Crossley and F. A. Aberg in the spring of this year. 


The furnace proved most interesting and had been rebuilt three times. 


49. 


The first siege platform was of brick and measured 3 metres by 1 metre with 
a flat slab of stone for the crucible stands. At present this is unique in 
Britain and is to be reconstructed at the Ryedale Folk Museum. The next 
stage was a stone-lined flue and siege platform. About 30 cm above was the 
final flue, 2.5 metres long and 45 cm deep, of clay lined with stones and 
bricks. The bricks varied in size but were mainly 25 x 12 x 7 cm in 
dimensions. 

Unlike the Rosedale example the Hutton-le-Hole furnace had only two 
wings and only the north-east was complete. Built of limestone slabs set 
in clay it was 2 metres long and 2.40 metres wide at the end away from the 
flue. It stood 60 to 70 cm high and showed heavy burning on the top and in 
the clay core. The south-west wing had been removed down to the footings 
but appeared to be similar. 

Large quantities of crucibles were found, including one complete side 
45 cm high and 35 cm in diameter at the rim. This contained deep blue glass. 
The vessel glass was not as good in quality as that produced at Rosedale and 
possessed a golden patina possibly caused by weathering. Bottles, flasks, 
phials, urinals, linen-smoothers and goblets or beakers were the main output. 
As at Rosedale the period of production was the last quarter of the 16th cent. 

Very little pottery was found but this included the rim and handle of a 
green-glazed jug. In a nearby heap of waste crucible and debris a silver 
coin of Elizabeth I was found and near the furnace were three Nuremburg 
counters. 

Other nearby mounds revealed no structure with the exception of heavily 
burnt stones to the west which were probably the remains of a fritting oven. 


An area of charcoal on gobbles 


to the north-west gave no clue as to its 
origin although a pit with burnt stones was 60 cm deep. A quarry pit to 
the north was sectioned but it only produced clay and a flint. A worked 


flint found on one of the crucible heaps may have been used to cut glass. 
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A POTTERY KILN SITE AT STEARSBY, NEAR BRANSBY 


INTERIM REPORT 
By R. H., Hayes 


The scanty remains of a pottery kiln (reported in these Transactions 
for 1970, No. 13, 54) was excavated in 1970 by a team from the Ryedale Folk 
Museum after a large quantity of late l6th-century sherds had been given to 
the museum by the finder, who was an employee of Mr H. G. Pearson-—Adams of 
Bransby Hall. The site (SE608715) was discovered during the ploughing of a 
pasture to the west of Stearsby, on a south-facing slope of the Howardian 
re BE 

The kiln was a roughly oval basin in the rock measuring 3 x 2 metres, 
paved with flat stones. There were traces of clay walls and the line of a 
clay-lined flue sloping uphill. 

The pottery from this kiln was chiefly buff orange to grey in colour witk 
many overfired pieces in hard flakey grey. It was glazed internally and 
externally in green, yellow green and brown. The principal products were 
strap-handled jugs or pitchers and large cisterns with bung—holes, decorated 
with frilled rims and collars and wavy lines. Bungs in pottery were found 
by the hundred and were the subject of controversy. The theory that they 
were to keep open the holes during firing was supported by the discovery of 
two in position in the bases of cisterns. Rarer pieces of pottery were 
from watering jugs with perforated spouts, three-footed pipkins and bowls 
with horizontal handles. 

Several clay cylinders were also found and may have been supports for 
the stacking of pots in the kiln. 

The possible site of a second kiln was noted 30 metres south-east of the 
above. The ground was burnt over a width of 5 metres and excavation produced 
parts of clay cylinders and lining, with quantities of bungs and sherds, in- 
cluding three fragments with red-brown glaze similar to that from the 
recently discovered Potter House kiln (see later under HELMSLEY in the 
Archaeological Index).

The perforation of the hammer was incom- 
plete and it may have been discarded owing to o fault in the stone (?glacial 
drift).

The axe half of a smali broken stone axe-hammer, formerly belonging to 
the Routledge Collection was transferred from the Scunthorpe Museum to 
the Scarborough Museum in 1970.

FILEY CLIFF TA1281 (approx. ) 


A polished axe of greenstone, with flattened oval section and squared 
sides, 133 mm long and 60 mm wide, was presented to the Scarborough 
Museum in 1970. It is said to have been found at 'base of cliffs 
opposite Filey Brigg' circa 1967. 


FRIDAYTHORPE, ER 
SE8759 (approx. )

Mr R. Close has continued excavations on this site (see Transactions, 1969, 
No. 12, 38-9; 1970, No. 13, 55). <A ditch section on the north side of 
of the mound was excavated. The ditch was 14 ft wide and 6 to 7 ft deep 
at the centre. It was dug into clay with an infilling of layers of brown 
and grey silt under fallen stones and earth. In the lowest layer of silt 
was a piece of oak timber 10 ft long and 3} ins. wide with slots for studs 
at the ends and centre and circular holes 9 ins. apart extending the full 
length. A second piece of timber has been found more recently in 

another ditch section in the same line. These resemble partitions of a 
timbered house but they may be revetment for the ditch. The medieval 
pottery discovered included an almost complete handled jug, the body and 
rim of a beaker and the greater part of a sooted cookpot. 


Near one of the previously mentioned stone troughs was a slag—like 
mass of iron which proved to be corroded chain-mail. In the rubble from 
the revetment wall of the east side of the mound was a fragment of the 
arm of an Anglo-Saxon cross. 


LASTINGHAM/ 
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LASTINGHAM, NR 
ALLEN HOUSE, SCUGDALE SE745932 


Mr R. H. Hayes reports on a further excavation undertaken near the 16th- 
century glassworks site (Transactions No. 11, 77). It took place immedi- 
ately west of the ruin in which the glass-workers lived. An area 
measuring 8 by 4 metres was opened southwards from the gateway to the 
moor . Under the turf were many stones, some fallen from the dwelling, 
including the worked base of a small chimney stack. A mound of stones 
resembling a small burial cairn was carefully sectioned. It was thought 
to have contained a structure but proved to be a heap of material piled 
up for use at the close of the glass—working era. It contained many 
pieces of crucible and kiln lining, burnt stones, glass, and, more use- 
fully, a quantity of pottery fragments of the late 16th and early 17th 
centuries. The latter included frilled rims of Stearsby type (see under 
BRANSBY above), green—glazed jugs and bowls, German stoneware and Delft, 
but very little cookpot ware. Near the threshold stone of the ruined 
house were the fragments of a chafing-dish with internal green glaze; 
three bowls and several stems of early 17th century clay tobacco pipes, 

a bronze handle, nails and very corroded lumps of iron were also present. 


OTTERBURN GARTH SE729904 


Mr R. H. Hayes states that little work has been done on this site since 
May 1970 (see Transactions No. 13, 55-6). The 18th-19th century footings 
were removed and found to be resting upon the natural shale and clay. 
Further east a circular setting of stones, several burnt, was probably the 
central hearth of an earlier building with a clay floor. Into the latter 
sherds of 13th-14th century ware (mostly unglazed) were trampled. Two 
postholes with stone packing were located. 


LEVISHAM, NR 
LIMPSEY GATE SE8391 (approx. ) 


Mr D. Smith has reported the finding of a fragment of a green-glazed strap 
handle with indications of an eye and nose from a medieval bearded-mask 
jug (cf Medieval Pottery, Research Report No. 3, Fig. 2, no. re) Tt 

- was found on Rectory Farm land to the east of Limpsey Gete. 


OLD _BYLAND, NR 
TILEHOUSE SE566867 


Remains of monastic buildings immediately east of house and garden on a 
terrace above the River Rye. Many buff and pink roofing tiles with nibs 
and peg holes are scattered on the slope. The first site of Byland 
Abbey and later a tilery. 


BIRK BANK SE559871 


Mr G. McDonnell has found two iron slag heaps at the foot of Birk Bank 
to the west of Tilehouse. 
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OLDSTEAD, NR 
OLDSTEAD GRANGE 8SE533796 


Mr J. McDonnell reports to Mr Hayes (in correspondence) that Mr F. J. 
Banks dug up stone channelling extending east at SE533796 from a small 
pond. Two building sites with hearths were found at SE532793 and 
SE534797 during bulldozing. 


PICKERING, NR 
LACELLES MANOR HOUSE SE789843 


In November 1970 Mr J. H. Rushton directed a trial excavation on this site, 
which is north-east of Keld Head spring on the west side of Pickering. 
Permission was given by Mr J. Tindall. 


Trench No. 1 produced a mass of tumbled limestone with only 3 ins. 
of topsoil upon the clay subsoil with natural rock at 2 ft from the sur- 
face. The finds consisted of many fragments of limestone roofing slabs 
with nail holes and red ridge tiles of the 'cockscomb' type (similar to 
those found at Spaunton Manor House and Neville Castle, Kirbymoorside), 
with square-headed iron nails and part of.a large ribbed millstone (un- 
usually large for a hand-mill). An occupation layer 16 ins. down pro- 
duced a few medieval green-glazed sherds, including a piece of thick red 
thumb-impressed base, and also a few black gritty cookpot base fragments. 
There was a paved floor or road 8 to 9 ft wide at the north end of the 
trench. 


Trench No. 2 disclosed similar paving under much fallen rubble and 
Slates. At the south end was a length of walling 18 ins. high and 2 ft 
wide extending roughly east-west. Sherds found alongside belonged to 
the rim of a jug in buff ware with olive green glaze (cf Type 2, Medieval 
Pottery, Scarb. & Dist. Arch. Soc. Research Report No. 3, Fig. 1, no. 2/1) 
and to cookpots (cf ibid., Type 42, Fig. 6, Nos. 42/4 and 42/6) 


To the west of this site tenants of nearby bungalows have dug up large 
quantities of stone and slates from their gardens. (Report by R. H. Hayes)

It is situated about 25 ft from the Hodge Beck to the south of Penny 
Holme. Trenches from north to south and west to east proved that the 
mound was mainly iron slag and earth with some rough walling on the inner 
face. There was no sign of a furnace and very little slag was presont 

in the central area. Trial excavations nearer the stream produced some 
rim slag 12 ins. thick on the natural shale.

A greenstone axe with flattened oval section and end of butt missing, 
formerly belonging to the Routledge Collection was transferred from the 
Scunthorpe Museum to the Scarborough Museum in 1970. 
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
